A rrives to Pass on Mentality 


Rachel Smith, Frustrated In First Attempt To 
Commit Suicide, Sets Fire To Her Cloth­ 
ing In Her Room, Short Time Later 
And Body Is Bu rned To A Crsip. 


Half an hour before a commission arrived to pass upon her 
mental condition, Rachael Smith, 72, committeed suicide by set­ 
ting lire to her clothing in her room at the home of her sister, 
Mrs. A, L. Bailey, near Fountain Dale, this morning. 
Most of the woman’s clothing was burned and her body was 
charred. 
Dr. H. C. Bridgers, of Blue Ridge Summit, who was 
summoned, was unable to save the woman’s life, death following 
two hours after the attempt at self-destruction. 
A court commission, comprised of Drs. J. P. Dalbey, Gettys­ 
burg, and Ira Henderson, Fairfield, and Attorney Raymond F. 
Topper, Gettysburg, had set today for an examination of Mrs. 
Smith’s mental condition. 
The court commission arrived at the Bailey home about 
11:30 o’clock, to find the woman they were sent to examine near­ 
ing death from the fatal burns she suffered.
